Miss Payne’s Address (Summary) 


Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Hospital School of Nursing is discontinuing the 
internship or third year of the program. We are now offering a two-year 
program in nursing education. On completion of the program, a Presbyterian- 
St. Luke’s graduate becomes eligible for licensure in Illinois. 

In 1957 we instituted an experimental program of two years of basic 
nursing education with one year internship. It was the belief of the faculty 
at that time that nurses could be prepared to practice nursing in a well- 
planned two-year program. There have been six classes graduated from this 
program with a total of 704 nurses graduating. In evaluating the performance 
of students during the internship year the faculty has been convinced that the 
basic two-year educational program of this School of Nursing adequately 
prepares nurses to practice nursing. The third year could not be discon- 
tinued earlier because of the legal requirement in Illinois that diploma pro- 
grams be three years in length. 

In the June, 1965 Illinois Legislative Session, House Bill 580 was passed 
and signed into law changing the minimum time requirement for a school of 
nursing program from three years to two years. 

The first class to be graduated from the two-year program entered the 
school in September, 1965 and will graduate in September, 1967.

1964—Living and working in Vietnam “is like something out of a John Wayne 
movie” writes Jack Theil, former nurse in the intensive care section and 
graduate of the Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Hospital School of Nursing. 

Jack arrived in Vietnam in late April as part of a nursing team sent 
by the State Department’s Agency for International Development (AID). 
He is volunteering for 18 month’s duty in the war torn country. 

Located in Quange Nagi province, Jack says, “There are somewhere 
between 10 and 15 thousand Viet Cong roaming around the area. The house 
I live in is completely surrounded by a seven foot cement wall topped with 
barbed wire. We have two concrete bunkers in case of a mortar or hand 
grenade attack.” 

The AID nursing team was sent to Vietnam to care for civilians and 
train Vietnamese nurses. Jack is working in a 350 bed hospital where the usual 
census is 400 to 500 patients. He says that 80 per cent of the patients are 
war casualties. 

The surgical ward in which Jack cares for an average of 50 patients only 
has 25 beds. It has one sink which “‘occasionally has water, one electric outlet 
which seldom works and no toilet facilities.” 

During his first two weeks in Vietnam, Jack has put on all casts and 
debrided and sutured all the wounds in his ward. He has put in several chest 
tubes and performed two small amputations.
